Truman May 
Seize Steel 
Plants Again 


Weighing Move to 
Act Under Laws of 
Selective Service 


WASHINGTON — (AP)— 


The White House reported to- 
day to be considering a plan 
to seize part of the strike- 
bound steel industry under 
the Selective Service Act. 


This word came from a high 


administrative 
source who said 


Justice department attorneys were 
instructed Thursday afternoon to 
prepare papers leading to possible 
partial seizure of the industry. 


The critical situation which has 


resulted 
from the 47-day steel 


strike was discussed Thursday at 
a White House meeting, presided 
over by Acting Defense Mobihzer 
John R. Steelman. 


The Selective Service Act gives 


the president power to seize only 
plants which fail to produce under 
direct contract with procurement 
agencies. 


The act says that "if any such 


producer of steel or the responsible 
head or heads thereof refuses 
to comply with such requirements, 
the president, through the secre- 
tary of defense, is authorized to 
take immediate possession of the 
plants of such producers."

U.C. College Students More 'God-Minded' 
Claims Religious Educator at U. of Iowa 


By HAL BOYLK 


IOWA CITY, la.—(AP)—College students are getting more God- 


minded. 


That is the conclusion of a pioneer religious educator at the Uni- 


versity of Iowa. 


"Interest in religion on the part 


of college students is rising." said 
Dr. M. VVillard Lampe. "It is a 
questioning interest-a genuinely 
yearning interest. 


"It doesn't take the form of a 


mass movement. It is more of an 
individual basis. 


"Young people are searching for 


a philosophy of life that can give 
an 
inner peace and 
security 


against the outward confusion and 
turmoil of the times. The cynical 
point of view, as compared to a 
generation ago. has declined both 
among students and professors." 


Few educators in America are 


in better position to assess the 
religious interest of college youth 
than Dr. Lampe. 68-year-old direc- 
tor of 
the university's 
famous 


School of Religion. 


Twenty-five 
years 
ago, 
Dr. 


Lampe, a Presbyterian 
minister, 


conceived the idea that even in a 
tax-supported state umveisity re- 
ligion should be taught "not indi- 
rectly or surreptiously, 
but 
un- 


apologetically, com prehensively, 
and in line with the best educa- 
tional practice." 


Helped by a $35,000 Rockefeller 


grant, Dr. Lampe worked for sev- 
eral years to get churchts of dif-

Public Service Sanctions 
More Gas Installations 


The Public Service Company of 


Northern Illinois reported today 
to the Illinois Commerce Commis 
sion that letters would soon be 
mailed out to all customers who 
had applied for ga^ heat between 
Sept. 1 and Dec. 31, 1951, authoriz- 
ing them to install their gas fur 
naces. The company estimated that 
the new authorizations would re- 
sult in about 15,000 gas furnace in 
stallations. Gas heat installations 
are permitted only in single family 
dwellings under 
the 
restriction 


order of the commission. 


The additional gas heat authori- 


zations at this time are made pos- 
sible by cancellations from 
the 


authorizations made last Decem- 
ber. At that time gas heat was 
authorized for all those who had 
applied up to Sept. 1, 1951. 


The December allocation follow- 


ed completion of a new natural gas 
pipeline from Texas to Joliet from 
which Public Service receives a 
substantial amount of gas. 


Applicants since last Jan. 1, of 


which there are approximately 40,- 
000, will remain on the waiting list. 


In addition, the utility asked com- 


mission approval to increase the 
amount of gas permitted industrial 
users under the restriction order 
from 4,000 therms a month to 500 
therms a day. 


The industries would be allowed 


to use the additional gas fer pro- 
cessing manufactured products but 
not for space heating. Such addi- 
tional industrial gas would be lim- 
ited in total to an aggregate of 50,- 
000 therms a day, which is less 
than five per cent of the maximum 
daily amount required by residen- 
tial space heating authorized dur- 
ing the past year. 


The higher ceiling on industrial 


gas use would be an aid to defense 
production and in manufacture of 
essential civilian goods, the com- 
pany said. At present, 65 industries 
have asked Public Service 
for 


small additional amounts of gas 
for processing purposes which can 
be served under the company's 
proposal. 


The company's proposal is under 


consideration by the commission.

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Despite Democrat's Promises on Civil 
Rights Law, Congress Can Block Them 


By JAMES MARLOW 


WASHINGTON — (AP)— No mat- 


^f ter what kind of civil rights plank 


they produce at Chicago there's no 
more reason to believe the Demo- 
crats can pass civil rights laws in 
the next four years, if they win, 
than they could in the past four. 
: And in the past f o u r they 
couldn't, in spite of the fight and 
promises made at the 1048 conven- 
tion. In fact, it would be harder 
now for the Northern Democrats 
to get through civil rights legisla- 
0 tion than it was in 1948. 


'"'Why? 
Because 
the Southern 


Democrats—using a special sen- 
ate rule %vhich the general public 
may not understand very well- 
were able to slaughter the Tru- 
riianites' efforts at civil rights leg- 
islation since 1948. They can use 
the same rule and tactics again. 


It's Explained 


This is an explanation: 
No law can be passed unless 


both house and senate approve. 
Both houses transact their busi- 
ness according to rules of their 
own. The rules in the two houses 
are not the same. 


In the house no one can fili- 


buster (talk without limit until the 
other side gives up and a meas- 
ure is killed) because the house 
has rules limiting debate. That is 
why the house, with a majority of 
Northern Democrats and Republi- 
f cans, teaming up against Southern 


Democrats, 
has 
several 
times 


passed civil rights bills, only to 
see them die in the senate. 


Before examining what happens 


in the senate, a little arithmetic 
is of the utmost importance. There 
are 96 senators. They pass laws by 
a majority of those present and 
voting, provided a quorum is pres- 
ent. A quorum is 48 of the 96 sen- 
ators. 


- 
Two-Third* Needed 


But on some very vital, or very 


controversial things, more than 
just a majority vote is needed. On 
them the vote must be two-thirds. 
But, and that's where the catch 
comes in, there are two kinds of 
two-thirds. 


A simple two-thirds of those pres- 


ent and voting—when there's a 
quorum of at least 49—is a little 
more difficult to get than a major- 
- ity vote. But two-thirds of all 96 


• senators—that's 64, called a con- 
stitutional two-thirds—is so hard 
to get that it's almost impossible. 


And this is where you begin to 


..move into the civil rights problem. 


If the Northern Democrats make 


| a motion to bring up a civil rights 
bill, the Southern Democrats can 
start a filibuster. That will kill 
the whole business unless the fili- 
buster can be broken. 


It can't be broken unless sena- 


tors vote for cloture which means 
a vote to stop a filibuster. 


Can Filibuster 


But if the filibuster against the 


motion to bring up the bill is 
broken, then as soon as the bill 
itself is brought up. the Southern- 
ers can start another filibuster all 
over again, this time against the 
bill. 


And that filibuster can't be bro- 


ken except by a constitutional two- 
thirds vote. 


But. since the senators them- 


selves made the rule, can't they 
just vote to change it? 


But trying to change a senate 


rule can be toughest of all. For 
this reason: Any time the North- 
ern Democrats suggest changing 
the rule, the Southern Democrats 
can filibuster endlessly. Why? Be- 
cause there's no senate rule pro- 
viding for a means to break a 
filibuster against a proposal to 
change the rules. 


Need Kulc Change 


In other words, the Northern 


Democrats' only real hope of get- 
ting through civil rights legislation 
would be a rule change reducing 
the required cloture vote on mo- 
tions and bills. But the Southerners 
can filibuster, without worry about 
cloture, on any attempt to change 
the rule at all.

A year's truce negotiations with the Communists, while 


they gave UN forces respite from full combat, decreased their 
military advantage and improved the Reds' position. We are 
now in process of trying to regain some, at least, of our for- 
mer edge. 


We are trying to cripple the source of the amplified mili- 


tary potential acquired by the Communists under the cover 
of 12 months of "negotiation." 
Thus we bombed the Yalu 


river power plants, and more recently saturated military tar- 
gets around Pyongyang. 


After both these ventures, protest was heard that they 


would upset the truce talks. But how can you upset nothing? 
For that is exactly what has been accomplished in the tedious 
negotiations, in spite of "paper gains" on some points.

In other words, while examination of the detailed status 


of the conferences would reveal numerous places where 
agreement was apparent, these accords are meaningless. This 
is so because the Reds have persistently balked at taking the 
really key steps to settlement. This is the same sort of tactics 
they"employed on the Austrian treaty. 


Having allowed ourselves to be enticed into phony peace 


talks and having thus lost important military advantage, we 
cannot now be blamed for seeking to restore by any reason- 
able military means the superiority we formerly enjoyed. 


As things stand, we cannot launch a heavy ground offen- 


sive. We are not mounted for it. Furthermore, it would "be 
an abrupt signal that the truce talks were for all practical 
purposes ended except as an absurd fiction. And there is 
point in keeping the door open.

We can, however, deliver heavy blows by air, for our air 


offensive has never been suspended at any stage of the nego- 
tiations. If we tapered off. it was only because at times our 
air strength was diminished- Today it is growing again, as 
evidenced by the mass flight of Thunderjets from this coun- 
try to Japan for Korean duty. 


General Collins, army chief of staff, sounded the right 


note on a tour of the Korean battlefields when he said that 
without an armistice, the Communists, can expect hard air 
attacks. If the Reds want these assaults stopped, they can 
have it that way. All they have to do is sit down at Panmun- 
jom and negotiate honestly and seriously. 


The Story of Share Ownership 


At the invitation of the New York Stock Exchange, the 


Brookings Institution undertook the first comprehensive 
analysis of the ownership of private industry and the com 
position of the share-owning population. The work has now 
been published, under the title "Share Ownership in the Unit- 
ed States." 


There are approximately 6,500,000 individual owners of 


publicly held stock issues. One in every 16 persons in the 
adult population owns shares in at least one stock issue. And 
there are 30,300,000 shareholders in stock issues traded on 
the organized exchanges and over-the-counter—each holding 
by an individual or other owner (such as investment and in- 
surance companies, foundations, etc.)—counting as one 
shareholding. 


As is to be expected, the level of income has a strong 


influence on share ownership—but this doesn't mean that you 
have to be rich to be a stockholder. Of the family units with 
incomes of $10,00 and above, 55 per cent include one or more 
share owners; In the $5,000-$10,000 bracket the figure is 
about 20,per cent, and in the $4,000-$5,000 range it is over 
seven per cent. And more than 20,000 families with incomes 
of less than $2,000 own shares in industry. 


All of these people, whether they own one share of stock 


or many, have used part of their savings to buy what ha 
been described as shares in America. They are' people who 
help make America strong and keep it free. It is to be hoped 
that many millions more will join their ranks in the future.

Truman Signs 
Bill to Give 
Farm Support 


WASHINGTON -(AP)— Presi- 


dent Truman signed into law today 
a bill continuing government sup- 
port of prices for cotton, wheat, 
corn, rice, tobacco and peanuts at 
90 per cent of parity through 1954. 


Tlfe president said in a statement 


that the new law "is a valuable 
addition to the agricultural legisla- 
tion which has been so important 
in maintaining a strong and stable 
farm economy and which has con- 
tributed so markedly to a much 
needed increase in the American 
standard of rural living." 


The law provides that parity for 


these six crops will be determined, 
through 1955, by whichever of two 
present formulas gives the higher 
price. The controversial "sliding 
scale" parity program was set 
aside for the 1953 and 1954 crop 
years. 


Parity is a price determined by 


the government to be fair to farm- 
ers in terms of things they buy. 


Secretary of Agriculture Bran- 


nan already has announced the six 
crops will be supported at 90 per 
cent of parity this year.

claims the key to mankind's 


greatest secret—eternal

pears in court today, accused of 
one of mankind's greatest crimes- 
murder. 


Bayard P. Peakes. 29-year-old 


. pseudo-scientist, is to be arraigned 
in felony court, charged with kill- 
ing pretty Eileen Fahey-a slaying 
he admitted in a fantastic confes- 


, 
sion. 


He said he killed the 18-year-old 


blonde stenographer for the Amer- 


/ican Physical Society because the 


scentific body had rejected 
his 


theories on how to live forever. 


Girl a Stranger 


He didn't even know her. He 


had marked eight others for death, 
but he was her first. 


• 
"I was going to shoot anybody " 


police quoted him. 


Why? police asked. 
"It 
was my book," 
Peakes 


whined. 


"They wouldn't look at my book. 


They wouldnf even look at'it." 


The book was his 13,000-word 


thesis, "How to Live Forever." He 
had printed 7,500 copies of it with 
$1,000 he saved. But no organiza- 
tion would publish it. 


He brooded over its -rejection 


by the society, and made up his 
mind. He headed for New York 
from his Boston rooming house. 


Monday, eight pistol shots rang 


out in quiet Columbia university, 
•which houses offices of the society, 
an organization interested in phys- 
ics and electronics research and 
papers. 


Reading Letters 


Miss Fahey lay dead, killed at 


her desk as she sat reading letters 
from her boy friend in Korea. 


Peakes was arrested in Boston 


early yesterday and, grinning hap- 
pily, told a long story to officers 
which included the following: 


"1 walked to the 
American 


Physical Society and walked in. 
There was a nice looking: girl sit- 
ting at the desk . . . 


"I 
asked 
her. 'Have 
they 


dropped the electronic 
theory?' 


said she didn't know anything 
about it. 


"Before she said anything else 
I fired at her." 


Peakes said. "She just lay there 


for five minutes before she died. 


"It was awful." 


Leaves Office 


Then, gun in hand, he left the 


office and unknowingly came face 
to face with one of the eight per- 
sons he had marked for death. 


I just killed a girl." Peakes 


said. "Call the police." 


Then he fled. 
The man he left astonished in 


the corridor was Prof. Thomas 
Green—whose n a m e he had 
clipped from a Columbia catalogue 
along with those of seven other 
professors. 


"I didn't run into any of the 


professors, so I shot the girl." 
Peakes was quoted later. 


Actually, police said, he had 


planned to blow up the university 
with an electronic bomb but "time 
ran out" before he could build such 
an explosive.

said Peakes also planned to at- 
tract attention to his theory by 
Wiling a newspaper editor and
